G. Ii. Palmer, Former High 
School Principal At Em­ 
mitsburg, Is Dead. 


Stricken suddenly with a heart 
attack. G Lloyd Fulmer. 62, Lewis­ 
town. Frederick county, for eighteen 
years county school superintendent. 
died in his office in Frederick F ri­ 
day before the arrival of a physician. 
He was the son of the late Jacob 
Ezra Palmer and was born at Wood- 
vale, near Frederick 
After graduat­ 
ing from the state normal school in 
1890 he became a teacher in the 
Emmitsburg school, which he organ­ 
ized into a high school and served 
as its principal for thirteen years. 
Named Superintendent in 1913 
In 1911 Mr Palm er w’as appointed 
assistant superintendent of schools 
and in 1913 was appointed superin­ 
tendent, succeeding the late John T. 
W hite. He studied at Columbia uni­ 
versity and the Johns Hopkins uni­ 
versity and held a degree from the 
latter institution 
Mr. Palmer was greatly interested 
in public education and for two 
years was president of the M aryland 
state teachers’ association. 
He was 
a member of two standing commit- 
*)ees under Albert 8 Cook, state su­ 
perintendent of education. 
In 1909 he was the republican can­ 
didate for register of wills but was 
defeated by fifteen votes. 
He was a director of the Central 
tru st company and the People's fire 
insurance company, both of Freder­ 
ick. and was a Mason. Knight Tem ­ 
plar and Shriner. 
He also was a 
member of the Knights of Pythias.

Washington, Aug. 8 (API.—The 
Methodist board of temperance Fri­ 
day opened an attack on the govern­ 
ment and Mrs. Mabel Walker Wille­ 
brandt, former assistant attorney- 
general, for their part in the wide­ 
spread sales of grape concentrates 
convertible into wine. 
An article in The Voice, a publica­ 
tion of the board, which was re­ 
printed from The Adult Bible Class 
Monthly, said the Methodist organi­ 
zation had “watched with great ap­ 
prehension the development of a 
flank attack upon the very citadel of 
prohibition.” 
The government, though its loans 
by the farm board to the grape in­ 
terests, was charged with directly 
fostering a nation-wide industry in 
partially manufactured wnes. 
Her Stand “Disconcerting” 
The board said it was “disconcert­ 
ing” th at Mrs. Willebrandt, charac­ 
terized as “a woman whose eloquent 
voice has been raised in Methodist 
conferences and in the councils of 
dry leaders,” had now become coun­ 
sel for Fruit Industries, Ltd., the 
concern manufacturing the grape 
concentrates. 
“She it is through whom the gov­ 
ernment has been won to this benev­ 
olent attitude toward a traffic so in­ 
imical to temperance,” the article 
continued. “She it is who has con­ 
vinced the government th at this 
traffic is not in fact a violation of 
the terms of the Volstead act. 
Her “High Standing” Cited 
“She it is whose high standing 
with the devoted temperance people 
of the United States may have con­ 
vinced the government that this a r­ 
rangement would not be subjected 
to the criticism of the ‘dry’ groups.” 
The article pointed out th at it 
would be difficult to suppress this 
"traffic,” since the government would 
not find it easy to obtain search 
warrants for the search of homes 
and that the corporation probably 
could convince a court in any par­ 
ticular case that it was not cogni­ 
zant the commodity would be used 
in making Intoxicating liquor. 
“It may well be,” the board as­ 
serted. “that it may be necessary to 
amend the Volstead act requiring 
that fruit Juices be protected from 
fermentation before being sold.”

Farmers, lumbermen and m anu­ 
facturers are finding plenty of data 
available for the hearings which re­ 
sume in Washington August IO. 
Fifty cent wheat, nine cent cotton, 
lumber lower than it had been in 
years, and cheap steel, coal and 
m anufactured articles generally sup­ 
ply argum ents for those who oppose 
the blanket raise. 
Yet those who insist it would be 
a further shackling of the already 
lame legs of industry and agriculture 
to boost rate* do not deny that the 
railroads need more money. 
“But so do we all,” they say. “We 
are in the slough together. Don’t 
tram p cm us in trying to get out." 
Nor do the railroaders deny that 
some commodities should not have 
their transportation charges increas­ 
ed. 
“We know that,” said W. R Cole,

Apparently they 
were often th e whole meal from 
soup to steak, with maybe a clam 
or two for dessert. 
A pile jot oyster shells half a mile 
square and 20 feet Huck, the “dirty 
dishes" left by generations of C a- 
loosas. has been studied by M W 
Sterling, leader ol a 8m ithsonian 
institution expedition that has Just 
returned. 
The oyster shell heap is more than 
evidence of th e Caloosas’ depend­ 
ence on sea food. Together with a 
nearby burial mound, it holds the 
key that is expected to unlock the 
history of the Indians who lived in 
southeastern United States for cen­ 
turies before Columbus dropped a n ­ 
chor in 1492. Sterling says. 
Oysters and other shellfish sup­ 
plied dishes and tools as well as 
food to the Caloosas 
They m ade 
bowls, cups, axes, hoes and picks 
from the shells. 
Such relics, dug from the shell 
heap, and 2$0 skeletons found in the 
burial mound, will provide a “jum p­ 
ing off place" for Sterling’s study 
of older tribes who spent winters, 
and summers too, in Florida before 
tile Caloosas. 
Knowing just when the Caloosas 
lived, and w liat kind of tools they 
made, he can classify older relics 
in their proper order leading up to 
the Catoosa stage of progress. 
Evidences are th at the Caloosas 
became extinct 
about 
IOO 
years 
after Columbus arrived. 
FTobably 
they were wiped out by white m en’s 
diseases. 
The 
burial 
mound 
revealed 
strange funeral customs of the C a­ 
toosa tribe. Originally the mound 
haa a h ard -packed clay floor on 
top. on which was built a wooden 
structure, probably a temple of tile 
dead. 
When a Catoosa died, his body 
was placed in the temple until 
a 
certain season of the year when all 
burials took place at once. 
Some­ 
times bodies lay in the temple until j 
only the skeleton remained. T he 
bones then were piled up in the 


grave, and the skull placed on top 
of the pile.
